GRANITE CITY — The way 
the City Council conducts its 
business would change if an 
ordina nce amending the city’s 
munici code is approved. 

But some aldermen want ordi 
nance for amendments amended. 

The proposed amended code 
was. discussed at the council’s 
Nov. 24 meeting. 

The changes would strengthen 
the council’s. committee system 
and would disallow items dis- 











are not on the agenda. It would 
also limit debate and place con- 
straints on citizens who want to 
address. the council, 

One potentially: Controversial 
item gives the mayor authority 
to evict any alderrman who vio- 
lates council rules. The clause 
would be enforced by the police 
chief; who attends ‘council meet- 
ings 

Another clause bans aldermen 
during council meetings from 
leaving their seats or talking to 
each other without the mayor's 
permission.

District to get

GRANITE CITY — District 9 
will get an additional $85,596.60 
in state funds, said Norm Owca, 
the district’s financial director. 

Owca said he was recently 
informed by the state about the 
amount ef -funds- the—district 
would receive. The additional 
money isa result-of legislative 
approval Nov. 6 of $16 million in 
general state -aid-for schools. 
Legislators restored about one- 
fourth of the sum for education 
that was cut this summer by 
Gov. Jim Thompson. 

Earlier this month, Owca esti- 
mated that the trict might 
receive an extra $259,129 in state 
aid due to the legislative action. 

The additional money will 
mean the deficit in the district's 











more money 


education fund will drop from’ 
$887,002 to $732,672, Owca said. 

Though getting additional state 
aid, the district will have to use 
money from fund balances, built 
up during the past two years, to 
balanee the -education fund. 
Spending in that fund for. fiscal 
1988 is projected at $24,322,091 
and revenues at $23,508,822, 
according to a budget passed by 
the School Board ‘in September. 

A recent audit of district 
funds, performed by Peat Mar- 
wick Main and Co., shows that 
revenue in the education fund 
exceeded expenses last year by 
$456,060, Owea said. 

It doesn’t appear as if the dis- 
trict will-receive further state 
aid this year, Owea said. 

“If we do get any more reve- 
nues, it would certainly be a 
windfall,” he said

Milton said he advocated that 
arguments be made by aldermen 
on the committee level and “‘not 
on the council floor."* 

Aldermen would be allowed to 
address the full council only as a 
committee chairman or during a 
question about a motion, under 
the new code. Another require- 
ment calls for all new council 
business to be referred to a com- 
mittee and that no action be tak 
en on new business until the next 
meeting. 

No ordinance would be consid- 
ered unless it is. introduced by 
the appropriate committee chair- 
man or by the ordinance com- 
mittee chairman. 

If the code is violated, alder- 
men can be fined $10 to $100.
